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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -11, 13 — 15, 19 - 23, and 27 - 30 are allowed over the prior art made 
of record. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 -1 1 , 1 3 - 1 5, 1 9 - 23, and 27 - 30, neither Goldsmith nor Kanno 
nor Rizin nor Potter teach or suggest an affix process that determines one or more 
affixes of one or more words in one or more of the documents and provides the affixes 
to the system interface, said process comprising obtaining a collection of words, 
representing all of the words in the collection as Patricia trees to show visually 
morphological structures of the words to facilitate identifying potential candidates of 
prefixes and suffixes from the words in the collection, including using the words to 
construct first and second tries, each of the tries having a multitude of paths and a 
multitude of nodes, each of the nodes being connected to one or more of the other of 
the nodes, and compressing the first and second tries by compressing all unary paths 
on the tries to form a prefix Patricia tree and a suffix Patricia tree, including adding the 
words into the prefix Patricia Tree, using the prefix Patricia Tree to identify a set of 
candidate prefixes from the words in the collection, reversing each of the words, adding 
the reversed words into the suffix Patricia Tree, using the suffix Patricia Tree to identify 
a set of candidate suffixes from the words in the collection, refining the sets of candidate 
prefixes and suffixes to identify actual prefixes and suffixes, including using knowledge 
of prefixes previously identified in said refining to further refine the set of candidate 
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suffixes, and using knowledge of suffixes previously identified in said refining to further 
refine the set of candidate prefixes.
